Imagine the embarrassment of our 
colleagues in LEGO Germany! Having 
chosen Munich as the place fora 
meeting with LEGO Managers from 
France, Italy and UK., they then set 
about planning a programme forthe 
evening to entertain their international 
guests. 

‘But this meeting took place in Holy 
Week before Easter o, in devoutly 
Catholic Bavaria most theatres and 
concerts were closed and the few 
remaining ones fully booked. 

‘What to do? Then came inspiration: 
Well goto the Circus! 

Munich is the home of Circus 
Krone, probably the best circusin 
Europe, with its own purpose-built 
theatre, So offto the Circus we all went.
